PETROGRAD RISES
AGAINST BOLSHEVIK

Revolution Has Broken Out in
Petrograd in the Shape of
Strikes '

NO BREAD IN PETROGRAD

London, April 4.—Reports that a
revolution against the Soviet Gov-
ernment has brokem out in Petro-
grad are supported by an official
Russian wireless despatch received
here, which says that there is a se-
rious strike of railwaymen in the
Petrograd region. The strike, it is
said, was prompted by the Menshe-
viki and the Social Revolutionaries.
The message reads:

‘ There is no tramnsport and con-
sequently there is no bread in Pet-
rograd. The Mensheviki and the
Social Revolutionaries are calling
out the railwaymen and railway
communication his been stopped.

“The Social Revolutionaries are
the agents of Denakine, Kolchak,
and the allied imperialists.”

Referring to the reports that Len-
ine’s Government had made propos-
als of peace through American chan-
nels, Andrew Bomnar Law, the Gov-
ernment spokesman, sald in the
House of Commors Wednesday that
he believed there was no shadow of
foundation for such reports. Nei-
ther he nor the Premier, with whom
he had communicated, had heard a
word about the matter.

The Morning Post's Warsaw cor-
respondent in a dispatch dated
March 15 says:

“Lenine and Trotzky have come
to a definite break. Lenine, who al-
lied himself with the ’Intel'legtunln'
is probably less strong than Tritzky,
who has continued his appeals to
the proletariat. The situation in
Moscow andgPetrograd has become
so serious that there is promise of a
popular uprising against the entire
Bolshevist regime.

“Lenine is head of~the Govern-
Trotzky has military con-
trol. The basis of the confliet which
has arisen within the Bolshevist
councils is Lenine’s desire to in-
clude a number of ‘Intellctuals’ in
the Government, which is flercly re-
sented by Trotzky and his adher-
ents, Another point of great con-
flict between Trotzky and Lenine
is the attituda of the latteptoward
the Allies.

“The followers of Trotzky con-
tend that Lenine has adopted an at-
titude of too great friemdliness, To
this Lenine’s report. is that it will
be.impossible to resume industry in
Russia without the material aid, es-
pecially as regards raw mairials,
of the allied Governments, and that
until industry in Russia ean be re-
sumed there can be no hope of suc-
cess for their cause. Lenine has the
support of such thoughtful people
as remain in the country, but Trot-
zy has with him not only the prole-
tariat but the army.

PROBLENS OF
NEXT CONGRESS

Republican Member Talks of
More Expenditures Than
We Have Yet Made

JUST AS WE EXPECTED
—E

Washington, April 4.—The _pass-
ing of the * billion dollars”™ congress
es of pre-war dars and the coming
for the peace period of “four bil-
lion dollar’’ econgresses was pre-
dicted last night in a statement by
Representative Good of Iowa, who
will be chairman of the Appropria-
tions committee in the next House.

Reviewing the financial problems
to be faced by the next Congress,
Mr. Good estimated that the appro-
priations ‘““necessary for the various
government expenditures” in the
fiscal year endiux June 20, 1921,
would total more than §3,800,000,-
000. Strictest economy, he added,
would be necessary to hold expen-
ditures down even to this total,

“The next Congress,” said Mr.
Good in his statement, “will be
brought face to face with many new
and intricate problems and many of
them will call for large expenditures
of money.
. “While difficult to make a relia-
blg forecast as to what the expenses
of the government will be for the
fical year ending June 30, 1921, it
is reasonably safe to assume that

the exeéutive departments will ear-

nestly urge appropriations at least
as large as those appropriated for
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1920
for such appropriations were made
to administire these departments on
a peace basis,

If we assume, nowever, that both
the military and naval programs

will be greatly reduced and that our |

standing army will be limited to
250,000 men, it will regquire rather
strict economy to bring the regular
annual supply bills under $2,150,
000,000.”"

Mr. Good estimated that the ap-
propriation made by Congress for
the war period and for the fiscal
year ending June 30, 1520, totalled
more than $47,110,000,000. The
revenue to meet these appropria-
tions he estimated at $16,657,000,-
000 to be derived through customs
receipts and income and other taxes
and $25,888,000,000 to be raised
from the sale of bonds, noteés and
war savings stamps.

COTTON ACREAGE

Will Be Cut One Third Ac-
cording to Reports

From

COTTON GROWING STATES
mm———

Columbia, 8. C., April 3.—The
South’s cotton acreage in 1919 will
be 31.08 per cent less tham in the
previous year, according to a‘report
on acreage reduction estimates from
all the cotton growing States sub-
mitied by the South Carolina Cot-
ton Association here today. The re-
port presented before a cotton reduc-
tion convention at which it was an-
nounced 800 delegates were present
representing every county im the
State, also announced unfavorabld
wedther, representing every county
in the State, also announced unfav-
orable. weather for planting in 90
per cent of the cotton belt.

That 50 per cent less commercial
fertilizer will be used this year, that
there is a marked labor shortage, and
“inroads of the boll weevil will be
more serious than for years past”
were other statements made in the
report which gave detailed figures of
estimated rgductionn in each State,
showing the blg cotton producing
States of Texas, Georgia, Mississippi
and Oklashoma by these figures
pledged to raise one-third less cotton
this year than last.

“The Association has not only had
pledges on reduction carefully tabu-
lated and checked,”” says the rejori,
“but has had a personal investigation
made in each section for the purpose
of belng as neay accurate, as it is
lminmly possible to be in this esti-
mate. The association report is cer-
tainly the most accurate report ever
issued for South Carolina, the same
being the result of practically a per-
sonal canvass of the farmers of the
State” It is also probably the most
accurate report on all eonditigns coy-
ered in the report ever issued.”
